SANITARY  CIRGUT/ISTANGES  OF  THS  AREA.  . 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  Parish  of  Gorwen  including  Garrog  and  Glyndyfrdwy 
together  with  the  Parishes  of  Llandrillu  and  Llangar  have  piped 
water  supplies.  The  Hamlet  of  Cynfal  in  the  Parish  of  Gwyddelwern 
derives  its  supply  from  the  Birkenhead  Corporation  Mains.  The 
built  up  portion  of  Gwyddelwern  is  supplied  from  Pfynnon  Myfyr  and 
Ffynnon  Beuno,  the  latter  being  piped  into  the  village. 

DETAIL.  C ORVi/EN . Gorwen  derives  its  supply  of  water  from  Nant 
Gawrddu  and  two  other  unnamed  streams.  The  water  is  impounded  at 
a point  about  900  ft  above  sea  level,  with  a service  reservoir  at 
a point  about  600  ft  above  sea  level.  Due  to  excessive  loss  of 
water  at  the  Service  Reservoir  and  the  Mains,  improvements  wore 
undertaken  at  the  reservoir  during  the  year.  A tender  was  also 
accepted  during  the  year  for  the  renewal  of  mains# 

GLYNDYFRDWY.  This  village  has  two  separate  public 
supplies  and  one  private  source.  Each  is  derived  from  springs 
and  the  water  collected  into  covered  tanks  or  small  service- 
reservoirs.  The  source  at  Penrallt  requires  protecting  to  avoid 
contamination. 

egWYD.  This  parish  has  a very  reliable  supply  which 
is  derived  from  springs  and  collected  in  a storage  tank  of 
30,000  gallons  capacity. 

CaRROG.  This  village  derives  its  supply  from  various 
springs  which  are  piped  into  a Storage  Reservoir.  Most  of  these 
springs  are  affected  by  drought  and  furthermore  the  Gathering 
Ground  is  open  to  serious  contamination  particularly  where  supplies 
are  drawn  from  cultivated  and  manured  land.  The  existing  scheme 
is  entirely  insufficient  to  cope  with  the  demand. 
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LLIjDlAKT--Y--PiAltQ . This  hamlet  of  about  30  houses 
3 derives  its  supplies  from  the  British  Railvvays  (Western  Section). 
The  source  is  an  upland  stream  unprotected  and  subject  to 
contamination. 

I'LaBBPILLO o The  source  of  supply  is  obtained  from 
Blaen  Dre  Ucha  fi om"  uj^land  springs  and  piped  into  the  village. 
Steps  must  be  taken  in  the  near  future  for  augmenting  this 
source  particularly  if  further  housing  takes  place  and  also  when 
the  ne?i)  Sevi/erago  Scheme  is  constructed  and  conversion  of  pail 
and  privy  pits  into  water  carriage  systems  together  with  the 
necessary  drainage  are  put  into  commission. 

GWYI)  BELIE  HR.  The  conditions  at  this  village  are 
very  unsat i^f ac t or y , the  supplies  being  derived  from  walls 
which  are  open  to  contamination.  The  upper  portion  of  the  village 
is  partly  piped  and  the  School  and  a few  houses  are  connected 
thereto. 

BETTWS  G.Go  The  village  derives  its  supply  from  a 
source  known  as  Pistyll-y-Saint  which  is  open  to  serious 
contamination  and  not  effectively  fenced  in  or  protected. 

]\iTLIRY\¥IG.  Water  is  obtained  in  bulk  from 
Birkenhead  Corporation  Agueduct  to  the  hamlet  of  Oynfal. 

PROPOSALS  FOR  BEALIRG  WITH  THE!  BISTRIQT  GOLLEGTTVBLY. 

The  Consulting  Engineers  have  devised  the  following 

Scheme;  ~ 

Construct  a Service  Reservoir  at  Rant  Llechog  at 
approx. 1000ft  above  0,B„  and  convey  the  water  to  the  existing 
Impounding  Reservoir  at  Corwen.  At  a suitable  point  below  the 
Impounding  Reservoir-  it  Is  proposed  to  construct  another  Service 
Reservoir  complete  with  filters,  chlorinators  and  hardening  up 
plant  and  which  will  stand  at  a sufficient  height  to  enable 
supplies  to  be  serviced  to  between  600  and  700ft  above  O.B.  for 
the  Rorth  and  East  side  of  the  Bistrict. 

A subsidiary  main  is  proposed  direct  from  Rant  Llechog 
down  to  the  main  Oorwen-Llangollen  road,  thereby  ensuring  a supply 
for  Llidiart-y-par c,  Garrog  and  Glyndyfrdwy.  The  proposed  now 
mains  from  the  existing  service  reservoir  will  supply  Tynycefn^ 
the  Creamery  and  all  properties  up  to  Pour  Crosses,  and  also  to 
Gwyddelwern  including  all  properties  in  the  Cefn-Ty  Cerrig  area. 

Bryn  S.M. Hamlet.  Part  of  Parish  of  GwyddelwQrn 

As  and  when  the  major  Corwon  and  Bistrict  Scheme 
matures  the  Council  will  consider  extending  the  main  to  Bryn  S.M. 
or  as  an  alternative  the  laying  of  a pipe -lino  from  Derwen 
(Denbighshire ) and  taking  the  Birkenhead  Corporation  Supply. 

Bettws  Go  Go 

A Scheme  has  been  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Welsh 
Board  of  Health  for  taking  a supply  from  the  Birkenhead 
Corporation  a distance  of  about,  1^  miles.  Until  such  time  as  a 
water  supply  is  available  it  is  impossible  to  consider  the 
erection  of  Council  Houses. 

Conclusion. 

In  the  event  of  the  Corwon  and  District  major  scheme 
developing  together  with  the  Scheme  for  the  Parish  of  Bettws 
practically  the  whole  of  the  serviceable  area  will  be  provided 
with  water.

G ORWER . - Tne  town  of  Corwon  is  provided  with  an 
efficient  drainage  system.  Every  house,  with  the  exception  of  two 
which  are  situated  in  isolated  parts  and  cannot  be  connected  to 
the  sowers,  are  properly  drained  with  the  drains  discharging 
into  the  sowers.  The  sewers  discharge  into  the  river  Dec,  which 
is  a very  unsatisfactory  means  of  disposing  with  the  sewage. 
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ospocially  during  tha  summer  months  vvhon  tho  river  is  very  f' 
low.  An  Glabcratc  plan  has  boon  proparod  by  the  Council's  ■ 
Enginoers  and  which  has  boon  approved  of  by  the  Council.  The 
Council  havG  experienced  some  difficulty  in  negotiating  with 
owners  for  the  acquisition  of  the  land  required  as  sites  for 
the  proposed  works. 

CAPiROG. - This  village  is  not  sewered,  but  most  of  the 
houses  are  drained,  with  effluent  discharging  into  septic  tanks 
or  cesspools. 

CYIh//YD.  - Thu  ma,ior  portion  of  this  village  is  sewered, 
the  main  sower “discharging  into  the  river  Dee.  Several  houses 
in  the  western  portion  of  this  village  had  their  drains 
discharging  direct  into  the  river  Trystion  which  runs  through 
the  village. 

LLaITDRIILO.  - This  village  is  sewered,  one  sewer 
discharging  into  a septic  tank,  the  other  direct  into  the  river 
Oeidiog  which  runs  through  tho  village. 

GLYIJDYRRRWY.  -•  The.  village  of  Glyndyfrdwy  is  partly 
sower od,  the  sewers  discharging  into  septic  tanks. 

GWYDffiLWERR. - A sewer  runs  through  the  centre  of  this 
village  and  discharges  into  a stream  outside  the  village. 

Tho  Coonoll  have  ocnsldorod  eohemss  for  dealing 
effectively  with  sewage  at  all  the  villages,  and  these  sohomes 
will  bo  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  their 
consideration  and  approval  in  due  course. 

RIVERS  ARP  streams. 


Ho  cases  of  river  pollution  were  reported  during  the 
year.  Cases  of  pollution  ?\/ere  usually  reported  at  Cynwyd  through 
the  contents  of  closets  and  other  refuse  being  thrown  into  the 
river  Trystion. 

CLOSE.T  ACGOMvTORATIOR. 

Every  house  in  Corwen  has  a water  closet  which 
discharges  into  the  sewers.  Eqy;  houses  which  are  situated  outside 
the  town  have  their  own  drainage  systems  with  water  closets 
discharging  into  septic  tanks  or  cesspools. 

The  closet  accommodation  at  Garrog, Glyndyfrdwy , 

Llandrillo  and  Gynwyd  is  partly  water  carriage  and  partly 
conservancy. 

Most  houses  at  Bettws  G. G,Gwyddelwern  and  Melinywig 
are  on  the  conservancy  system,  but  there  are  several  houses  at 
these  villages  and  throughout  the  district  with  water  closets 
discharging  into  cesspools  or  septic  tanks. 

SCAVENGING. 

Refuse  Collection  in  the  district  is  carried  out  by 
direct  labour,  the  disposal  is  by  the  controlled  tipping  method 
at  one  site  near  Corwen. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

Tho  district  is  regularly  inspected  for  the  purpose 
of  detecting  nuisances  and  other  defects.  Where  minor  defects  or 
nuisances  exist,  tho  owners  or  the  occupiers  are  informally 
approached  and  in  most  instances  they  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  the  informal  notice  or  personal  request.  Where  this  procedure 
fails,  tho  complaints  are  reported  to  the  Council  with  a view 
to  Statutory  Notices  being  served  upon  the  responsible  parties. 

SHOPS  and  OFFICES.--  No  action  had  to  be  taken  during 
the  year  under  provision  of  the  Shops  Act, 1934. 


GMTPIJTG  SITUS."  There  vi/ere  no  lioensed  camping 
3 sites  in  the  district  during  the  year  and  no  applications  were 
received  for  the  licensing  of  any  sites. 

SMOvn  ABATEl^lT . - The  district  being  practically  an 
agricultural  area,  is  never  liable  to  nuisance  from  smoke. 

SV/IMCTNG  BATHS  and  POOLS.-  There  are  no  public 
or  privately-owned  swimming  baths  or  pools  in  the  area. 

EkADIGATION  of  BSD  BUGS.-  No  premises  were  found 
to  be  infested  with  bugs. 

SGHOOLS.  - The  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools  is 
good.  The  schools  at  Gorwen,Llandrillo,Gynwyd,Garrog,Gwyddelwern, 
Glyndyfrdwy,Bettws  GoG.  and  Melinywig  have  a service  supply  water.
